Nobody. of eourse. * Shut
up the loafet ; who eares for Aim?” is the language
and feeling of all * respectable people.” We have
seen care-worn faces confined to prison for an equal
length of time. for offences scarcely greater, and
whetre we knetv that want had driven to madness and
desperation. Society, especially * respectable peo-
ple,” (that means rich, now-adays, you know,) said,
* served 'um right" and piety and philanthropy
slept easy.

A short time since. n tnan stole some £00.000 from
the Suffolk Bank in Boston—stole it genteelly ; and
he was called a « defanlter.” He was not a thief;
oh! no, not he. He was a defavitmg bank officer.
Able cotrhsel nided him in his defence. He was tried
amidst a group of sympathising frends, and hun-
dreds prayed, as does the mockery of an old indict-
ment: ** May the good Lord send you a safe deliv-
erance.” lle wore fine clothes. Then he had done
up the thing on a magnificent scale, tovo. This is
why he had friends around him, and was not called
a thief. This gigantic defuult made his sin white
as snow in the eyes of his friends.

Well, this man—Mr. Brewer was his name—was
the other day in Boston. found guilty, and sentenced
to one day's solitary confinement, and (hree years in
the State Prison!

The Food of Man.

Bayard Taylor now traveling in Africa, presents a
very different o[pinion upon the vegetahle and meats
eating natives from that which vegetarians promul-
gate. They boast of the superiority of the rice and
milk eaters. Taylor hoasts on the opposite side of
Here 1s what he says:
| “The scenery of the Nile, southward from Shen-
'dy, is again changed. The tropical rains. whieb fall
oceasionally at Abou Hammed and seantily at Ber-
ber, are here periodical, and there is no longer the
same striking contrast between desert and garden
land. The plains, extendinginward from the river,
are covered with a growth of bushes and osarse grass,
which also appenrs in patches on the side of the
mountains. The inhabitants cultivate but a narrow
strip of beans and dourra along the river, but own
immense flocks of eheep and goats, which afford their
principal sustenance [ noticed a new kind of grain
called ‘dookhu,’ of which they plant a larger quan-
tity than of dourra. It is a germinaceous plant,
somewhat resembling ' timothy grase” but with a
larger head and heavier seeds. They make from ita
coarse, black bread, which they say is more nutri-
tious than wheat. Mutton. however, is the Ethio-
pian's greatest delicacy. Notwithstanding this is
one of the warmest climates in the world, the peo-
ple eat meat whenever they can get it, and greatl
prefer it to vegetable food. The sailors and camel-
drivers, whose principal food isdourra, are, notwith-
standing a certain quality of endurance, as wenk as
children. when compared with an ablebodied Enro-
pean; and they universally attribute this weakness
to their diet. This is a fact for lank Sylvester Gra-
ham to explain. My experience coincides with that
of the Fthiopians, and | ascribe no small share of
my personal health and strength, which the violent
alternations of heat and cnld have not shaken in the
least, to the fact of my having fured sumptuously
every day. If [ had adopted a diet of rice and wa-
ter. or bran and tarnips, I should not be here togive
this testimony.”

Sel a Good Examples

Nothing is so easy dome as to preach and talk of
obligations which we are under to do justly and walk
humbly; but it is altogether a different matier to
write. and preach. and talk simply by example. And
yet, though the former be useful, how much more
valunble and effective is the latter ? What are those
most beantiful essay= on the cardinal virtnes, com-

tate a good example, while mere words, no matter
how good and true, without such example, will pass
into oné ear and out at the other.

Transplanting In Dry Weather, or »Groutinr."”

Many people, in * waiting for a rainy day,” defer
transplanting o long that itis impossible for the
plant to arrive at full maturity and perfection in the

roper reason, and as the chief value of many vegeta-
Eles depends upon their being early and seasonalle,
we will furnish our readers with a method by which
they can transplant any plant shrab, or even tree, at
any time, without check or drawback.

n the first place, get a tub or bucket partly filled
with rain water, into which stir sufficient black muck
or fine leaf mould, from thé woods, to make the mix-
ture of the consistence of morter. Having prepared the
ground properly for your plants by manuring, spanding
and raking, make a good roomy hole for each plant,

lacing in the bottom of it a little well-rotted mannre,
if yon wish. Over this manare, sprinkle a handful of
good surface =oil, keep the rtootletsof the plant from
actual contaet with H Then, with a commen trans-
planting trowel, raise the plant from the bed genily,
with all the earth that will adhere to, the roots—dip
the roots into the thin batter or morter of leaf-monld,
or muck, before alluded to, (which must be well sfir-
red,) and then set the plant inlo the hole already pre-
pared. After seitiing it the proper depth, yon may
pour a little water around it, and fill up with dry earb,
letting no water or moisture come to the suriace, as this
would produee evaporation.

The hest time for transplanting, ng to the
method, is from four o'clock P. M. until dark, e the
dews of night will assist the plant in obtaining a foot-
hold in its new situation. the pext day he
very hot, and the plant tender, you may shield it from
the mid-day sun by sticking up a broad shingle or
stave on the south side of it ; but this will pot gener-
ally be necessary.

This plan wri{l do for Tomatoes, Exe
Plants, Nweet Potatoes,or any other plants; and if
properly and carefnlly performed and 5'. plant wa-
tered for a few nights after re-setting, not one in ﬁ\‘l’
will fail to grow and produce finely.
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
